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Gentlemen, and Fellow-Souldiers, = 
T is an old and truc ſaying , That Standers by do ofren 
ſce morethan the ameſter : And having been out of 
play for ſome tiw:, I have perhaps diſcovered more than 
many of your ftives who do not dive in ſecrets of State, 
bur are content vonely to take care how you may receive 
the pay. I have been engaged in one and the ſame Cauſe and 
Quarrel wich you ayainft thelate King and his Sons, during 
which time I obſer» very many miraculous providences of 
God in ſeveral confi:**s and bloody Battels, honoured with e- 
min-n. Victories, Gu owning an Army which conliſted of per- 
ſons of low eſtate, condition, knowledge, or education either 


in Politick or Military art; when on the other fade, I ſaw very 
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numerous and potent Armies of the late King and his Son; 
( who conlitted ot molt of the Noble and Gent ry of the three 
Nations, very expert both in knowledge an education of that 
nature} to be by thoſe deſpicable ones abfolutely vanquiſhed, 
and thereupon the late King brought to Juitice, and luthert» 
all che endeavours of his Sons blatted and diſ-apyoinred., If 
you pleaſe colook back, and remember all thoſe tignal Viftories 
and deliverances , an.l' what gheveupon you gromiſad and en- 
gaged to do for theſe poor afflited Nations,which in few words 
and {ubſtance was, that before you would ſufter your ſelves to 
be diſ-banded or divided, you would-ſee the Government of 
theſe-Nations eſtabliſhed upon the juit aud ſecure fundamentals 
andcanſtitutionsof freedome- and ſafety tothe people, in rela» 
tion as they were Men and Chriſtians , and that inthe wayes of 
a Commonwealth and Freextate Government, without a King, 
fingle perſon, or Houſe of Loyd. F 

I ſhall not at. this time niinde how far you have. gone aftray 
from that Engagement, ſeeing that moſt of you have repented 
and returned to your duties ; But I ſhall onely by ſounding 
this Alarm , endeavour to rendey you ſenſible of the eminenc 
danger which hangs over your heads , and of your beſt friends 
of the three Nations: And in the firltplace tell] you what the 
old and new.enemies-the Cavaliers do now ſay of. your pro- 
ceeding and late ations, Secondly, what many honeſt and (0. 
ber peoj te of the Presbyteriay. judgement think, Thirdly, 
What danger your beſt- friends ſcoynfully called Common- 
wealgh-men, and Fanatiques, do fore-ſee concerning the pre- 
ſent tranſaftions in the three Nations. And laſtly, my own ob- 
ſervations and feaſonable advice. b 

Firſt, The Cavaliers doconfidently affirm that your Generals 
late a&ions do ſufficiently demonſtrate that the bottome of his 
intention tends only to bring Charles Stuart to be King of theſe 
Nations,grounding the ſame upon ſeveral reaſons : As firt(ſay

(ates, XE,) thu mmplacable enemies, an at right (ntfered 
ſo many bone-fire« and ringing of Bels, and publickly drinking 
healths to the King and a tree Parhament, rot+-1ig and burning 
ot Rumps, heaiing and feeing tus Matters in open Freert de 
clared Murtherers and Rebels, and that in a moſt vile and 
dillolute manner, and all this in the preſence of the Army 3, a 
thing (lay they) not to be patalletd m any Herittone of ages paſt, 
and brhdes, wrhour Orders of his Maſters, quaitered himtelt 
an Army amonglit their Enemies till the 214 of the ſatd Month, 
durmg wich time, he tealted daily at mot or the Kings friends 
and admitcd them to him with great reſpets and attetion, 
without returning to J/hite-ball, al: tough teveral times invited 
thereunto by his Maſters, 

Secondly, (lay they ) that although by his Lerters and ver- 
bal prom:tes he had engaged ro them that in caſe they would 
effte& what was contained in the ſaid Letter, he would be ſa- 
tished , and fill betheir ſervants (notwithftanding which he 
was ſo far from periorming the (ame, that although they had 
within che the time by him I miced fulfilled in all chings what 
in that Letter was impoted upon them, yet not regarding net- 
ther the ſaid Lecrer, nor verbal promilte, and without ac-

acknowledge the late Kings Poſtericy , yet he [utfered the fame 
as likewife to be maintained in the Houſe thor none bur Jeſuits 
and Prieſts are for Free-ſtate Government. And to evidence 
furcher, that the General is reſolved upon that point, Oglerve 
(lay the Cavalier) who he cauſerch to be impriſoned and. re- 
leaſed, put out, and put in the Army; to wit, Commonwealth 
men impriſoned, and turned out of the Army and Garritons 
m the three Nations, and Royaliſts caken in Arms at Worceſter 
fishr releaſed, and ſeveral others of that ſtamp entruſted with 
eminent places in Army and Garriſons in the three Nations. 
And laſtly, His countenancing the raifing of the Milicia of 
City and Country , entruſting the management thereof to molt 
of the Kings friends , the ſaid Militia being raiſed aud formed 
ronoother end than murther, to deſtroy the Army, in whom 
(the Cavaliers ſay ) the General cannot well conhdein, at to 
bring his defigns to perfe& maturity. And that the ſame was 
deſigned in Feotlend long ſince. Obſerve how peaceable they 
are there , and how the Iriſh Army, have proceeded anſwera>le 
co himſelf: And befides, ſay ſome of them ( being Officers of

But 
ſayes your friends, If you do wichfand ir, and Teavr rhe furceſs 
to God, then you will have done your paits as Englith men and 
Chriſtians , and will in afrer Ages be efte-med farchful Pa- 
triors , and Aff:rtors of your Countric Libtreaes , and coinfe- 

uently of yourſelves and polteritie:, And fay they, when the 
late King had near a hundred thonfand men in'Fiett afid Gar- 
riſon , you. were not afrail, and whentoever you encountred 
with any partthercof,God ſtrengthned your hearts and hatids, 
and gave you ſeveral Viftories tb the abſolute overthrowing of 
them all in the three Nations ; therefore they wilh you conraye”

Sixchly , Thoſe Dukes, Earls, Lords, Knights, Geneclemen, 
and other of his,and Fathers party,whoſe eftates real and perſo® 
nal have been ſold, and diſpoſed by Authority of Pa.liament, 
either muſt be reſtored, or (atisfa&ion given them for the (ame, 
buc, ſpecially, for the perſonal eſtate which can never be re- 
curned. All which coſt and charges, if duely con(idered, toge= 
ther withall manner of debts owing by the ſaid Family, and 
carefully calculated, muſt amount to many Millions, 4o thacif
